HE CASE for euthanasia, or mercy k illing, 
is being thoroughly aired by the instance 
in which a New Hamp shire p hysician ad ­ 
mittedly ended the life of a cancer p atient. 
H t p lanned the controversy, having caused 
the record of the case to show tha t he in­ 
jected air into his p atient’s veins to p revent 
a p eriod of suffering with death inevitable at 
the end. 
Since juries are a law unto themselves, no 
decision in this instance will change the law 
tha t 
mak es 
such 
k illing 
legally 
murder. 
O ther 
celebrated 
cases 
have 
resulted 
in 
acq uittal and p erhap s a judgm ent on the 
individual circumstances is the most satis­ 
factory method of dealing with the situation, 
w ithout 
a 
camp aign 
to 
give 
p hysicians 
blank et authority to administer a “merciful” 
death. 
We doubt if m any p hysicians would care 
for this resp onsibility. 
A diagnosis of “in­ 
curable” has often 
been in error. 
Babies 
have been born tha t seemed doomed to a life 
of crip p led misery, only to adjust to their 
handicap s and lead useful lives. 
There are 
always factors in healing which are above and 
beyond the arts of medicine. 
The high regard the townsp eop le of M an­ 
chester have for thetr p hysician seems to re­ 
move the susp icion tha t he is an eccentric 
seek ing m artyrdom . 
Ap p arently he is cap ­ 
able and sincere, concerned less with an argu­ 
m ent for euthanasia than with ending the 
agony of a p atient. 


Recreation for the Worker 


I f ANY emp loyers recognize tha t they have a 
™ resp onsibility to humanize industrial work 
through recreation. 
A survey of 264 p lants 
and offices by the National Industrial Con­ 
ference Board shows the great num ber of 
ways in which the resp onsibility is being dis­ 
charged. 
T he 
most 
freq uent 
k inds 
of 
recreation 
among the 1,245,000 work ers surveyed were, 
in order, bowling, softball, golf, bask etball, 
p icnics, Christm as p arties, horseshoes, other 
p arties, baseball and dancing—and there were 
148 other k inds of activities, too. 
At the 
noon hour the m ost freq uent recreations were 
table tennis, horseshoes, check ers, movies and 
chess. 
Emp loyers p rovided, among other facilities, 
athletic fields, assembly halls, clubrooms and 
clubhouses, p icnic grounds and gymnasiums. 
A recreation p rogram should not descend to 
p aternalism , and it should not be used by an 
emp loyer as an alternative to dealing fairly 
with emp loyes about wages, hours, work ing 
conditions, vacations and so forth. 
Used con­ 
structively, recreation in industry can do much 
to m ak e work less imp ersonal, less rigorous, 
less monotonous, in the fields of mass p ro­ 
duction.

YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
I AM often ask ed why certain p eop le 
have 
k idney 
stones, 
while 
others 
go 
through life without ever being bothered 
in this way. 
In m any case* a correct answer w?ould 
be “ because they do not drink enough 
w'ater,” but this would certainly not cover 
the whole q uestion, w’hich also involves 
the k inds of food eaten and the individ­ 
ual’s own chemical balance. 
In about 40 p ercent of such p atients, 
the stones are made up of a substance 
k nown as calcium oxalate. In these p er­ 
sons. there is also an increase in the 
am ount of oxalate excreted by the k idneys. 
This increase in 
oxalate 
may be due 
either to the eating of foods which are 
high in this substance or to some dis­ 
turbance of the chemical p rocesses in the 
p atient’s body. In the latter case, large 
am ounts of oxalates are excreted, although 
the am ount tak en in is not excessive. 
These oxalate stones are usually hard, 
with sharp edges. In the X-ray p late, 
they look lik e snowflak es. The diagnosis 
can easily be made from an X -ray exam i­ 
nation, Examination of the urine for the 
p resence of oxalate crystals also is help ful. 
In treating stones of this typ e, the 
p atient is advised to drink from 15 to 20 
glassfuls of fluid daily, which may help 
him to p ass the stone. If it does not p ass, 
op eration may be needed to remove it. 
In order to p revent the recurrence of 
stones of this typ e, the p atient should 
drink p lenty of fluids and avoid foods 
which are high in calcium or lime or oxa­ 
lates. The foods which are richest in oxa­ 
lates include beet top s, chard, p arsley, 
rhubarb, sp inach, cocoa, black tea, choco­ 
late, and gelatin. Those with a moderate 
am ount include such foods as beans, ca r­ 
rots, celery, ok ra, green onions, black ber­ 
ries, strawberries, oranges, tomatoes and 
Brussels sp routs. 
The 
most 
common 
typ e 
of 
k idney 
« tones are those made up of calcium 
p hosp hate. These stones form in p ersons 
who are tak ing large am ounts of alk alis. 
Patients with these stones should use an 
acid-ash 
diet, 
including 
cereals, 
meat, 
bread, eggs, and such foods as cranber­ 
ries and p astries, excep t when overweight. 
Whenever a p erson has k idney stones 
an attem p t should be made by analysis of 
any stones p assed to determ ine the chem i­ 
cal m ak e-up of the stones so tha t the 
p rop er dietary treatm ent may be em ­ 
p loyed. There are so m any different chem i­ 
cals which may form stones tha t tre a t­ 
m ent tha t is help ful to one p atient may 
be distinctly harm ful to one with another 
k ind of stone. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
P, J.: W hat causes the hair to stop 
growing? 
My hair is brittle. 
Answer: The cause of this condition 
is not k nown. It is p ossible that it may 
be due to a dietary deficiency or to some 
glandular disturbance. 
Careful study by a $k in sp ecialist wouH 
teem advisable.
